VISCOUNT HORNE ON THE OUTLOOK 


The Tenth Annual Ordinary General Meeting of Imperial 
Smelting Corporation, Limited, was held, on 19 October, at the 
Chartered Insurance Institute, 20, Aldermanbury, London, E.C. 

The Right Hon. Viscount Horne of Slamannan, P.C., G.B.E. 
(the chairman), who presided, said : Gentlemen, the accounts 
show a net surplus in the profit and loss account of £100,930, 
against £103,327 in the previous year. The amount available 
for distribution was £181,736, against £173,947 at the date of the 
preceding balance. 

Two major adverse factors affected the earnings of the cor- 
poration during the year, viz. : (1) a fall in the average price of 
spelter for the 12 months from £16 15s. 1d. to £14 0s. 3d.; and 
(2) a reduction in output with a consequent decline in gross 
revenue and increase in costs. 

In the first half of the year the effect of these two factors was 
most severely felt and we regarded it as necessary to limit the 
dividend payment on our six and a half per cent. preference 
shares to 14 per-cent. We paid 44 per cent. on 9 October and 
the accumulated arrears on our preference shares amount now 
to only 24 per cent. 

We are hopeful that within the next three or four months 
our full programme of plant reorganisation will be completed 
and that we will then be able to produce the 60,000 tons of 
zine which is the maximum we are entitled to supply under our 
arrangements with the other Empire producers, 


THE EMPIRE ZINC SCHEME 


In our report we referred to the agreement reached between 
the Empire zinc producers and ourselves with the approval of the 
Import Duties Advisory Committee, to whom the question of 
the zinc supplies of the United Kingdom was referred by the 
Government. The agreement thus concluded was ratified by 
H.M. Government on 26 May last and is now established by 
law. Under this agreement the duty on foreign zinc imported 
into the United Kingdom was raised from 12s. 6d. to 30s. per 
ton. The protection for our product was thus increased and we 
are enabled to obtain a fairer price for our metal. Further, the 
producers from the Empire overseas agreed to pay to Imperial 
Smelting Corporation, Limited, on behalf of the National Smelt- 
ing Company, Limited, which embraces all our zinc smelting 
activities, a subvention of 10s. on every ton of zinc imported 
and sold by them in the United Kingdom. This subvention will, 
I estimate, give us in a year of normal imports approximately 
£1 per ton on a production of 60,000 tons per annum. Moreover, 
both the Empire producers and ourselves have agreed to par 
ticipate in a scheme for the benefit of the export of zinc 
manufactures. This scheme takes the form of granting a rebate 
of the increased duty to zinc consumed in British manufactures 
when exported. 


CORPORATION’S PRODUCTION 


As part of the arrangement we have agreed to limit our zin¢ 
production to 60,000 tons, which you must remember has a 
certain adverse effect on our costs since our works at Avonmouth, 
Swansea Vale, Bloxwich, and Seaton Carew were originally 
designed to produce 85,000 tons of metal per annum. To some 
extent, also it unbalances the metal and acid sides of our 
industry. 

While we believed that it would have been greatly to the 
advantage of the nation if the scheme had forced an increase 
rather than a decrease in production, we felt that we were 
justified in agreeing to the curtailment to 60,000 tons. On the 
whole the results of the new scheme will, I am confident, be a 
source of strength to us and enable the zine industry to be 
carried on at a reasonable profit. 

I do not think I am overstating the facts when I say that 
during the last six or seven years those who invested their 
capital and concentrated their efforts in establishing an industry 
so Clearly vital to the country’s very existence were never given 
a fair chance. I wonder what our opponents of yesterday are 
thinking to-day? The zinc we produce—every ounce of it—and 
the sulphuric acid produced with it—every drop of it—are now 
wanted to meet the urgent requirements of industries engaged 
in work of extreme national necessity. 


WAR WORK 


The greater part of our total production is now supplied direct 
to H.M. Government. Furthermore a considerable part of the 
balance goes indirectly into Government work. It would be 
improper for me to enter into details of our arrangements with 
the Government, but I would like to emphasise that, while the 
terms are reasonable to the industry and shareholders, we have, 
in making them, had as our objective the supply to the Govern- 
ment of a vital raw material upon terms which entirely free us 
from the risk of a charge that we were in any way attempting 
to profit by the war. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

LICENSING OF MACHINERY IMPORTS 


The Board of Trade issued, on 23 October, an Order 
(Import Prohibition (No. 4) Order, 1939) prohibiting 
ihe import, except under licence, of machinery and 
plant. The Order came into force on 25 October, 
but goods of the kinds affected which were dispatched 
to the United Kingdom before that date will not be 
subject to the Order. 


In making this announcement the Board of Trade de- 
sire to explain that there will be no reduction of expen- 
diture on imports of machinery as a class, and indeed 
that requirements for the purposes of wartime indus- 
trial production are likely to result in a substantial 
increase of imports of machinery. It is, however, essen- 
tial to ensure that these imports are as far as possible 
of kinds which are necessary to our war effort and are 
also not of kinds procurable from United Kingdom 
manufacturers of machinery. For these reasons the 
present Order has been issued to provide the desired 
measure of import control of any imports failing to 
satisfy these conditions; where the conditions are satis- 
fied, however, import licences will be issued freely and 
without delay. 


In cases where an import licence has been granted, 
the Treasury wish it to be known that they are pre- 
pared to consider, under Section 10 of the Finance 
Act, 1932, applications for duty-free licences in respect 
of consignments of machinery falling within approved 
classes. A list of these classes is contained in Notice 
T.N.1 which, together with the necessary application 
forms, can be obtained from the Import Licensing De- 
partment (Machinery Licences Division) of the Board 
of Trade, 25, Southampton Buildings, London, W.C.2, 
or in the case of machine tools from the Controller of

INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE 
TRADING IN TEXTILES 


In the following table are given the index numbers 
ot wholesale trading in textiles in September with com- 
parative figures for earlier periods, the index numbers 
relating to (1) the Home trade, (2) the Export trade 
and (3) the total for Great Britain, based on average 
monthly sales in 1987 = 100. The figures, which are 
compiled by the Wholesale Textile Association in 
collaboration with the Bank of England, do not include 
the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, but 
practically all the important houses in the large 
centres of distribution are contributors. The particu- 
lars relate to all classes of textile goods, including 
wearing apparel for men, women and children, as well 
as furnishings, and the sample is believed to be repre- 
sentative of the trade as a whole.

NOTICE TO IMPORTERS: PROVISION OF 
EXCHANGE FOR IMPORTED GOODS 


The importation of certain goods is prohibited except 
under licence issued by the Import Licensing Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade. Application for foreign 
exchange needed to pay for imports of goods on the 
prohibited list should not be made until the importer 
is satisfied that an import licence for the goods can be 
obtained. In order to facilitate dealing with applica- 
tions the import licence should when possible be pro- 
duced at the time when the application for exchange 
is made. 


In all cases where exchange is required for the im- 
port of goods, whether the goods are on the prohibited 
list or otherwise, the Bank will require the production 
in due course of a certified copy of the Customs import 
entry, verifying that the goods have been imported. 


_ In order to obtain a certified copy of the Customs 
import entry, importers must present to the Customs 


at the time of entry of the goods an extra copy of the 
entry plainly marked in red ink FOR EXCHANGE 
CONTROL PURPOSES ONLY.

FIRMS HOLDING CONTRACTS WITH 
GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS: NOTICE 


United Kingdom firms under contract with Govern. 
ment departments for the supply of goods required for 
National Defence purposes are requested, if they 
should be experiencing difficulty in obtaining from 
abroad essential supplies ordered in connection with 
such Government contracts, to communicate imme. 
diately with the Department or Departments whose 
contracts are affected by these difficulties in order that 
such steps as may be possible may be taken to facilitate 
delivery of supplies. 

The Departmental contract number should be 
quoted and the commodity concerned should be indi- 
cated at the head of the communication. Full par.

and details of the order placed oversea.

WAR RISKS INSURANCE ACT, 1939 
(PART I!) 


COMMODITY INSURANCE SCHEME PREMIUMS 


In order to give effect to the concessions announced 
by the President of the Board of Trade on 5 October, 
in relation to premiums for the initial period of three 
months’ cover under Part II of the War Risks Insur. 
ance Act, 1939, the following arrangements have been 
approved :— 

Persons who registered under Part IT of the Act and 
have paid the premium until 2 December, or who have, 
since the outbreak of war, taken out policies to 
2 December, on the basis of a fixed sum insured, 
should apply to the fire insurance company ot 
Lloyd’s through whom the registration was effected 
for a refund of premium in respect of the month to 
2 October, the refund to be made early in November. 
Those registered persons who have not yet paid the 
premiums will be required to pay two-thirds of the 
three-monthly premium due by virtue of the registra- 
tion. 

Persons who were insured for the whole or a part of 
the month to 2 October should, when making applica- 
tion for insurance for the month commencing 3 Novem. 
ber, apply to have credited to them the premium paid 
for the period to 2 October. 


In the case of persons holding three-monthly adjust- 
able policies for the period to 2 December, the premium 
to be calculated will be based on the weekly declara- 
tions made in respect of the period following 2 October. 
The provisional premium will be retained and credited 
to the insured on the final adjustment. 


Further details of these arrangements may be 
obtained from the fire insurance companies and 
Lloyd’s acting as the agents of the Board of Trade for 
the purposes of the commodity insurance scheme. 


CONTROL ORDERS 
NON-FERROUS METALS 


In pursuance of Regulations 55 and 98 of the Defence 
Regulations, 1939, the Minister of Supply has issued 
the Control of Non-Ferrous Metals (No. 4) Order, 199%, 
dated 23 October 1939. 


This Order amends the Schedule of maximum prices 
attached to the Non-Ferrous Metals (No. 2) Order, 
1939, (i) by removing therefrom the following materials, 
viz. zine sulphide, lithopone, and zinc dust; (ii) by 
increasing the maximum prices for zine oxide (RB 
Seal quality), zinc sheets and zinc boiler plates—and 
adjusting the price of hard spelter and dross fot 
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delivery on an “‘ ex works ’’ basis; and (iii) by fixing 
for the first time maximum prices for various forms of 
non-ferrous scrap. 


As regards zinc sulphide and lithopone, arrangements 
are being made with the trade for the regulation of the 
prices of these materials on a voluntary basis. 


The Order also removes the necessity for sellers or 
purchasers of zine oxide, zine carbonate or zine dust to 
obtain licences under Article 2 of the Non-Ferrous 
Metals (No. 3) Order, 1939,

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
ABRASIVE PAPERS AND CLOTHS 


British Standards have just been issued dealing with 
Abrasive Papers and Cloths. The specifications have 
been grouped into two reports, one dealing with what 
are known in the trade ag ‘‘ Technical Products,’’ and 
the other with papers and cloths for general purposes. 

The specification for technical products provides for 
abrasive papers and cloths for engineers, wood working, 
rubbing down filler, and paint and lacquer surfaces, and 
general utility work. This specification covers flint papers, 
silicon carbide papers, garnet papers and aluminium oxide 
metalworking cloth. 

The specification for general purposes includes emery 
cloth, glass paper, glass cloth, flint paper, and flint cloth. 

It has not been found possible at this stage to include 
a comprehensive test for the quality of the finished product 
as there is insufficient data available to form the basis of 
test requirements. Experiments are being made and the 
subject will be given further consideration when, in due 
course, the specifications come up for revision. 

In view of the fact that it is not possible to specify 
grading requirements for the abrasive and since it was felt 
that no special advantage would be gained by the provision 
of cards to illustrate the grading on each specification, it 
has been decided, for reference purposes, that coated 
samples and samples of standard sands shall be deposited 
at the Offices of the Institution.

CONSTRUCTION OF ROAD TRAFFIC SIGNS 
(CAST METAL) AND POSTS 


The British Standards Institution has just issued 
the above Specification relating to the construction of 
road traffic signs. With the multiplicity of Govern- 
ment Regulations affecting road traffic signs, the Asso- 
ciation of Road Traffic Sign Makers asked that a Stan- 
dard should be prepared to cover the construction of 
the many signs that form the subject of Regulations 
and Notices issued by the Ministry of Transport. 
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The specification deals with the material, quality and 
finish of cast metal signs, the material, quality, dimensions, 
and finish of the posts, and general requirements for the 
fittings for connecting the sign to the post. The number 
and size of reflectors in the symbols of certain of the warn- 
ing signs prescribed in the Regulations above referred to 
are also laid down. The optical properties of reflectors and 
reflecting media are not included in the present issue, but 
they are being investigated and it is intended to issue re- 
quirements for them later as an addendum to the specifica- 
tion. In the meantime, certain general conditions with 
which reflectors and reflecting media shall comply are given 
pending their more complete specification. 

The specification provides for any shape of concrete post 
desired by the purchaser but a standard design has been 
included. 

The specification has been divided into three sections deal- 
ing respectively with the signs themselves, the posts and the 
fittings.

DEFINITIONS OF HEAT INSULATING TERMS 
AND METHODS OF DETERMINING THERMAL 
CONDUCTIVITY AND SOLAR REFLECTIVITY 


The British Standards Institution has just issued 
British Standard Definitions of Heat Insulating Terms 
and Methods of Determining Thermal Conductivity 
and Solar Refiectivity, B.8.874. 

In 1936 the Building Divisional Council of the Institution 
appointed a committee for the purpose of preparing 
standard terms for expressing heat insulation and also 
methods of test for determining heat insulating properties. 
The aim in the preparation of the Definitions and Symbols 
has been to put forward a consistent terminology which 
should conflict as little as possible with that in use in other 
countries, with a view to clearing up the present confusion 
in many of the terms used. In so far as the specification for 
the Measurement of Thermal Conductivity is concerned, the 
committee realised that in many cases thermal conductivity 
alone does not suffice to give complete information on the 
thermal behaviour of a structure. They therefere discussed 
the desirability of ineluding specifications appropriate to 
various articles in this category, but were deterred from 
doing so, both on account of their incomplete knowledge of 
the relevant factors, and also because it was felt that 
thermal insulation is but one aspect of the design and per- 
formance of such articles; consequently, it is preferable to 
group together the various matters affecting any one 
article, in a specification devoted entirely to that article.

Technical effi- 
ciency, which is so essential, calls for the most com- 
plete organisation for the collection and distribution of 
knowledge, which is the main function of the Institute, 
so that by supporting and assisting in its work 
members are rendering a national service.

WHOLESALE TRADE IN PETROLEUM 
PRODUCTS AND BENZOLE 






The Secretary for Mines has made an Order entitled “The 
Petroleum (No. 2) Order, 1939,’’ which requires that any 
person other than the Petroleum Board who sells wholesale 
in this country petroleum and petroleum products, inclué- 
ing shale oil products and benzole, should obtain a licenc: 
from the Secretary for Mines. The Order came into fore 
on 16 October 1939. 

In order to provide for the carrying on of the petroleun 
industry in a manner which best serves the interests of the 
nation in wartime, the Petroleum Board, with the approval 
of H.M. Government, has been constituted by agreement 
between a majority of the companies engaged in the im- 
portation and distribution in this country of petroleum 
products, including benzole. There is a Committee of the 















Board which deals with lubricating oils. The Petroleum 





Board will work in close association with the Petroleum 
Department. 

In order that the operations of those engaged in the 
wholesale trade in petroleum products and benzole, includ: 
ing those who are members of the Petroleum Board, may 
he fully co-ordinated, the Secretary for Mines has decided 
to introduce a licensing system under the above Order. 

All persons and companies affected by the Order should 
therefore, apply to the Petroleum Department, Dean Stanley 
Street, Millbank, London, S.W.1, for a licence. The appl: 
cation should be in writing giving particulars of the petro 
leum products or benzole ordinarily dealt in by the person 
or company.

MOTOR FUEL FOR AGRICULTURE 


In order to meet the current exceptional needs of agt 
culture it has been decided to extend for a further peri® 
the temporary arrangements made for the supply of moto 
fuel to farmers. The present system, which would hav?

until 31 December. 

It should be noted that these special arrangements do 
not apply in respect of farmers’ private motor ears, which 
are dealt with under the main rationing scheme, nor # 
farmers’ lorries operating on carriers’ licences. 
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REPORT ON THE YORKSHIRE COAL MINES 
DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of 
Mr. H. J. Humphrys’ report for the year 1938 on the in- 
spection of mines under the Coal, Mines Act, 1911, in the 
Yorkshire Division. 

A satisfactory feature of the Report is that nobody was 
killed during the year: as a result of explosions, but on the 
other hand the number of deaths from falls of ground 
increased, and Mr. Humphrys devotes considerable space 
to descriptions of typical aecidents of this kind, point- 
ing out how they could have been avoided. He also describes 
a number of special methods of support, mentioning in 
particular the successful introduction of a new type of 
telescopic prop. 

In the part of his Report dealing with haulage accidents 
he refers to a new type of double jack-catch which is being 
tried out at two collieries in the Division. 


Two unusual accidents caused by the bursting of air 
turbines are described and appropriate remedies suggested. 

Of typicall interest are Mr. Humphrys’ accounts. of ex- 
periments made to determine the rate of deposition of eoal 
dust; his accounts of the use of continuous stone dusting 
machines and of the results of an hour-by-hour test to 
determine at what time the firedamp content on a machine- 
cut conveyor face reached its maximum and the suggested 
procedure for sealing off gob fires. 


Other sections containing especially helpful material are 
those in which he describes a method of boring as a precau- 
tion against. water accumulations, the results achieved’ by 
the appointment of safety committees, and the courses 
adopted for the training of boys.

Xeturns published by Lloyd’s Register of steamers and 
motorships wholly lost, condemned, etc., during the March 
quarter of the current year (excluding ships of less than 
100 tons gross) amounted to 75 of 119,722 tons. Of these, 


32 of 53,981 tons: were wrecked ; 6 of 29,341 tons were posted . 


as lost; 10 of 14,400: tons were the victims of collisions; 5 
of 9,165 tons were burnt; 8 of 8,856 tons were posted as 
missing; 7 of 2,536 tons foundered, and 7 of 1,443 tons 
were abandoned at sea. 

The British flag was flown by 18 of the casualty vessels 
and of the tonnage, 18,316 represented 0-19 per cent. of 
British ownership. British Dominion flags were flown by 5 
vessels of 1,693 tons (0-23); the United States, 5 of 16,038 
tons (0:21); Denmark, 1 of 117 tons (0-14); France, 4

Crop CONDITION AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, 14 October.—Moderate rain has fallen. The sow- 
ing of paddy and dry crops is going on. The condition of 
crops is fair, except in the Deccan. 

Bihar, 16 October.—--Rainfall has been light to moderate, 
except in Patna and Monghyr. Rain is needed for paddy 
in Darbhanga. Crops have been damaged in Supaul by 
Kosi flood. ‘Fhe sugarcane crop is in fair condition in other 
districts. 

Central Provinces, 14 October.—The sky has been clear. 
Showers are badly needed for khariff crops and if no rain 
falls within a week damage over a large rice tract is appre- 
hended. The sowing of linseed and rabi is proceeding. Early 
cotton pickings have begun in Buldana. 

United Provinces, 14 October.—No rain has fallen. The 
harvesting of khariff crops and picking of cotton are going 
on. Crop prospects are favourable. 

Punjab, 16 October.—Crops are in average to good condi- 
tion in irrigated areas and under average to average in 
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unirrigated areas. Crops have been damaged by insects in 
Hissar, Rohtak and Multan. 

Bombay, 21 October.—No rain has fallen, except for a 
few local showers. Cotton has been affected by rhizoctania 
in the Dharwar districts. 


Rice Crop Estimate 


Calcutta, 24 October.—The first All-India estimate of the 
area covered by the 1939-40 rice crop, issued by the De- 
partment of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, is 
65,955,000 acres. The corresponding revised estimate for 
last year was 65,828,000 acres. This year’s figure shows an 
increase of 0-2 per cent. as compared with that for last year. 
The condition of the crop is fairly good.—Trade Commis- 
sioner for India in London.

BRITISH EMPIRE 


AUSTRALIA 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


The Board of Trade are advised by H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner at Sydney that the following Proclamations have 
been issued :— 

(1) No. 432 of 7 September 1939. 

(2) No. 437 of 12 September 1939. 

(3) No, 439 of 15 September 1939. 

(4) No. 442 of 20 September 1939. 

which provide that the exportation from Australia of the 
following goods shall be prohibited unless the consent in 
writing of the Minister of Trade and Customs has first been 
obtained : — 

(1) Bags, sacks and woolpacks, whether new or second- 
hand of jute, hemp or similar substances. 

(2) Wool, including wool tops, noils and waste. 

(3) Flexible shafting and casing therefor. 

(4) Hides and skins (according to a New South Wales 
Customs Circular, dated 21 September, for the 
time being permits may be granted for the ex- 
portation of furred skins and woolled sheep- 
skins). 

The Board of Trade are also advised that regulations have 
been promulgated under which the exportation of any 
goods whatsoever from Australia are, as from 25 September 
1939, prohibited except under licence from the Customs 
Department. 


FIJI

FRANCE 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ of 3 October announces 
that there are placed between importers and the minis- 
tries responsible for the control of the import of the goods 
in which they are interested, either importers’ organisa- 
tons or the general interprofessional committee for the 
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control of imports. The importers’ organisations in ques- 
tion are concerned only with certain goods or categories of 
goods and are under the control of the ministry charged 
with the control of the goods in question and are entrusted 
with centralising import operations in connection with the 
goods. 


As regards products for which the Ministry of Commerce 
is responsible and for which there are no importers’ orga- 
nisations, the interprofessional committee for the control 
of imports, instituted by the Decree of 7 September (see 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 21 September (page 448) ) 
acts as intermediary between importers and the responsible 
ministries. 

Importers should in the first instance find out from the 
ministry responsible what are the conditions relating to the 
import of the goods in which they are interested. 

A list of the various importers’ organisations may be 
inspected by persons interested at the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


MARKING OF IMPORTED IMITATION JEWEL 
STONES 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ of 18 October contains a 
Decree, dated 13 October, which provides that imitation 
jewel stones, cut or moulded, retouched or not, imitative 
or not, trinkets of glass, coloured or not, cameos, intaglio 
or reliefs (Tariff No. 358 (12) ), may not be imported into 
or sold, etc., in France, when of foreign origin, unless they 
bear an indication of their country of origin in clear, in- 
delible Latin characters, on their inner containers (folded 
paper, etc., small bags (sachets) ) and outer containers. This 
requirement enters into force on 18 December. It does not, 
however, apply under certain conditions to goods warehoused 
for re-export, and the sale, etc., of goods imported before 
18 December will be permitted without marking provided 
that the seller indicates the country of origin on the invoice. 


CLASSIFICATION OF ELECTRIC LAMPS 

Since the latter part of 1937, electrical tubes and valves, 
nominally included under Tariff No. 366 bis and forming 
part of electrical apparatus classified under other Tariff 
items, have been allowed to be declared, at the option of 
the declarant, at the rate of duty applicable to the appro- 
priate Tariff heading or at the rate applicable to the 
apparatus of which they form a part. 

The ‘‘ Bulletin Douanier ” of 13 October announces that 
the French Customs Administration have decided to extend 
this concession to electric lamps classified under Tariff No. 
361. 

Consequently incandescent electric lamps can now be 
admitted, at the option of the declarant, at their appro- 
priate duty or at the duty of the apparatus of which they 
form a part, whatever the Tariff classification of this appa- 
ratus and on condition that the apparatus concerned jis 
complete. Additional lamps or lamps imported as replace- 
ments must in all cases pay the duty under their appro- 
priate Tariff item. 

When the lamps are dutiable according to the apparatus 
of which they form a part, the import licence for the appa- 
ratus also covers the lamps, otherwise a separate licence 
will be required. 

Bulbs fitted in pocket-lamps and portable lamps will con- 
tinue, in all cases, to be dutiable under their appropriate 
Tariff heading. 


GUATEMALA 


REMOVAL OF CUSTOMS SURCHARGE FROM 
CERTAIN CHEMICAL PHARMACEUTICAL 
PRODUCTS, AND THREAD 


With reference to the Notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 9 February (page 234) concerning the imposi- 
tion of a surcharge of 100 per cent. of the duties on goods 
imported into Guatemala, H.M. Representative at Guate- 
mala now reports, by telegraph, that the surcharge has 
been removed in the case of imported drugs and chemical 
pharmaceutical products (except patent medieimes), manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom.

Applications for import permits must be made in tripli- 
cate giving detailed statements of the goods, price of each 
article and total value, total price of the goods, c.i.f. Nica- 
raguan port, indicating, in addition, the name and address 
of the firm supplying the goods, as well as the real origin 
thereof. 


Applications for the import of goods the value of which 
exceeds two hundred United States dollars, may only be 
made under irrevocable letter of credit. 


Authorisation for imports valued at more than two hun- 
dred United States dollars, granted by the Exchange Con- 
troller, shall be delivered to the interested party through 
the National Bank of Nicaragua Incorporated, against pay- 
ment, in cordobas, of the letter of credit referred to above. 


Import permits are valid for three months. 


Nicaraguan consular officers shall not visé the correspond- 
ing invoices and the Customs authorities shall not register 
the goods unless the permit issued by the Exchange Con- 
troller is presented to them.

PORTUGAL 


IMPORTATION OF NATURAL 
WOOL, ETC.

them shal] be carried out by the Technical Corporative 
Council of the Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 


Article 4.—The importation of synthetic wool in any 
state of preparation, or of artificial fibres tending to substi- 
tute natural wool, is prohibited.

THE PETROLEUM (No. 2) ORDER, 1939, paren 13 OctosER 
1939, stADE BY THE BoaRD oF TRADE UNDER REGULATION 

55 or ‘tHE Derence Reeurations, 1939. 
The Board of Trade, in pursuance of Regulation 55 of 
the Defence Regulations, 1939*, hereby order as follows:— 


1.—(1) Subject as herein provided no person other than 
the Petroleum Board shall sell or supply petroleum or any 
product of petroleum or benzole wholesale except under the 
authority of a Licence granted by the Secretary for Mines, 
and no person shall acquire petroleum or any product of 
petroleum or benzole wholesale except from the Petroleum 
Board or from a person who at the time of such acquisition 
holds such a Licence. 


(2) Subject to the provisions of any Order for the time 
being in force any such Licence granted by the Secretary 
for Mines may be made subject to such conditions as to 
the grade or quality of petroleum or any product of petro- 
leum or benzole to be sold or supplied, as to the price to 
be paid therefor, and to such other conditions as the Secre- 
tary for Mines shall deem necessary. 


(3) The Secretary for Mines may from time to time 
rescind, vary, or amend any such licence. 


Any person who carries on the business of selling oF

3. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,

Whereas it appears to the Minister of Supply to be

Now therefore the Minister of Supply in pursuance of 
Regulations 53 and 55 of the Defence Regulations, 1939,* 
hereby orders as follows :— 

1. Notwithstanding anything in any licence or direction 
which may, before the coming into force of this Article, 
have been granted or issued by the Minister of Supply, 
no person shall dispose of, or agree or offer to dispose of, 
any of the specified material situate in the United Kingdom 
(including any such material on board any vessel or aircraft 
in the United Kingdom) : except to the Minister of Supply. 


2. Every person owning, or having power to dispose of, 
or being in possession or control of, any of the specified 
material situate in the United Kingdom (including any such 
material on board any vessel or aircraft in the United 
Kingdom) at the coming into force of this Article shall :—

tion of that specified material, and the name 
and location of the premises or vessel or aircraft 
or place in or on board of or at which it is

(c) comply with any special or general direction issued 
by the Minister of Supply as to the removal, 
transport, keeping, storage, disposal or delivery 
of that specified material. 


3. Every person owning, or having power to dispose of, 
or being in possession or control of, any of the specified 
material which shall arrive in the United Kingdom (including 
arrival on board any vessel or aircraft coming into the 
United Kingdom) on or at any time after the day on which 
this Article comes into force, shall :— 


(a) forthwith on arrival of that specified material hold it 
at the disposal of the Minister of Supply ; 

(b) forthwith send to The Controller, The Wool Control, 
Bradford, England, a written declaration stating 
the descriptions, quantities, qualities and condi- 
tion of that specified material, and the name 
and position of the premises or vessel or aircraft 
or place in or on board of or at which it is 
situate; and 

(c) comply with any special or general direction issued 
by the Minister as to the removal, transport, 
keeping, storage, disposal or delivery of that 
specified material. 


4. Nothing in this Order shall be taken to prohibit or 
restrict the delivery to and acceptance by a person carrying 
on the business of a carrier or warehouseman of any of the 
specified material in the ordinary course of that business, 
or the delivery by and acceptance from such a person of 
any of the specified material in the ordinary course of that 
business. 

5.—(1) In this Order the expression ‘* specified material ”

(a) any merino or cross-bred raw wool produced in

territories and mandated territories of the 
Commonwealth of Australia, the Dominion of 
New Zealand and the Union of South Africa, 
and territories in America which are south of the 
Panama Canal (including the Falkland Islands) ; 

(b) any such raw wool produced as aforesaid which has 
been subjected to any of the following treatments 
or processes, that is to say :-— 

washing, scouring, carbonising or willeying (by 
whatever name the treatment or process of 
willeying may be described in any particular 
district) but not to any other treatment or 
process ; and 

(c) any tops, broken tops, noils and combing laps made 
from any such raw wool produced as aforesaid. 


(2) Notwithstanding anything in paragraph (1) of this 
Article the expression “ specified material ’’ shall not include 
any material mentioned in that paragraph which is, on the 
day on which this Article comes into force, and has since

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
for United general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of 
payment, ete., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, ete. 


openings Kingdom trade abroad; 
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Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdim firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in-

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 

The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Qverseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre- 
quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 


behalf. 
When making applications for information enquiries 
thould clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any coun- 
try of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
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that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department's guarantees. 


The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
